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"KNEW CONVICT SYSTEM PROPOSED, 


Mr. Screws Introduces a Bill to Suppress 
the American Protective Association. 
To Favor Manu/‘acturers. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A great volume of bills was introduc- 
ed into each house of the assembly today 
and referred to the proper committees. 

Perhaps the most important was that in- 
troduced by Mr. Knight, of Hale. The bill 
repeals all that part of the acts of 1893 cre- 
ating a new convict system, which provides 
for the removal] of convicts from the coal 
mines of this state. Itg aim is to invest 
the board of managers of convicts with the 
absolute power either to remove them or to 
continue the working of convicts in the 
mines. It also provides that the cost in 
penitentiary cases, where the state pays 
the costs, shall be limited to $150. It further 
provides that in hard labor cases convicts 
shall work out their costs at a rate per 
day the same that the counties are paid for 
the labor at the time of their conviction. 

The following are among the other im- 
portant house bills: 

By Mr. Screws of Montgomery—A bill 
providing for the suppression of the Ameri- 
can Protective Association, which is said 
to be gaining ground in Alabama. 

By Mr. Lipscomb of Jeffetson—A bill au- 
thorizing the city of Bessemer to issue 
$125,000 in bonds for the purchase of water- 
works. 

Br. Mr. O’Brien of Jefferson—A bill to 
regulate and provide for compensation of 
registrars, also a biil relating to the re- 
demption of land. 

By Mr. Brooks of Mobile—A bill to regu- 
late general assignments for the benfit of 
creditors. 

In the senate Mr. Hundley, of Madison, in- 
troduced two very important bills, one to 
exempt from taxation all manufacturing en- 
terprises established hereafter in this state 
excepting as to ground tax. His other bill 
is the new Hundley educutional amendment, 
similar in purpose to the amendment which 
failed to pass in the recent state election, 
but providing for its being brought more 
conspicuously to the attention of the vot- 
ers than the other was. 

Senator McRae introduced a joint resolu. 
tion, asking the federal government to 
make a donation to the state of Mt. Ver- 
mon barracks, recently vacated by the re- 
moval of Geronimo and his tribe, for use as 
@ reform school for boys. 

Mr. Culver introduced a joint geesolution 
fixing next Saturday as the day for holding 
@ joint meeting of the two houses to count 
and proclaim the result of the state elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Goodwyn introduced a joint resolution 
requesting the appointment of a committee 
to prepare a bill in the interest of a pure 
ballot and a fair count. 

A bill will be introduced tomorrow to re- 
district the seats in the house and put the 
democrats together and the populists to 
themselves. A partisan facetiously sug- 
&ests it be entitled a bill to “‘separate the 
sheep from the goats.” 

The committees will be announced by 
both presiding officers tomorrow morning.

HOWARD’S PROPOSITION 


For the Amalgamation of All Great 
Labor Organizations. 

New Orleans, La., November 15.—The 
Knights of Labor met at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning and adjourned at 12:30 o’clock. The 
time of the convention was taken up in 
listening to an address by Vice President 
G. W. Howard, of the American Railway 
Union, in which Mr. Howard discussed the 
principles of the union and urged amalga- 
mation of all-the great labor organizations 
of the country into one association and un- 
der one management. He believed that 
such a combination of interests and of num- 
bers would be of the utmost advantage to 
the laboring men of the country, and that 
through such means labor would be in a 
better position to obtain its objects. 

Mr. Howard’s remarks were listened to 
with close attention and provoked much ap- 
plause. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign replied 
expressing his approval of the plan advo- 
cated by Mr. Howard and trusted that a 
means might be found whereby the plan 
could be carried out. The rest of the ses- 
sion was taken up with a discussion of the 


ness was transacted. 
Sovereign’s Address. 

The afternoon session of the Knights of 
Labor convention convened at 2 o’clock and 
adjourned at 5:30 o’clock. 

immediately after the opening of the ses- 
sion communications were read from Vice 
President H. C. Robinson, of Vigoco assem- 
bly, Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, 
which stated that while the Farmers’ Mu- 
tual Benefit Association was not of the 
same order, it was in sympathy with the 
efforts of the Knights of Labor to “liberate 
labor from the thraldom which now over- 
whelms it.’’ 

A telegram was also read from Miss Fran- 
ces E. Willard, stating that the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union would convene 
tomorrow. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign then 
delivered his annual address which was an 
exhaustive and elaborate resume of the 
work of the order from its incipiency. He 
attributed the decrease in the membership 
of the order to the depression in business 
circies, prevalent bankruptcy, low wages and 
enforced idieness of the laboring classes. 
Hie stated that he had traveled 38,164 miies 
Since his stewardship, and had organized 
eleven new assemblies and made ninety-sev- 
en addresses. He reviewed his action of 
last January when he'secured the services 
of Judge ©. C. Cole and filed a bill in the 
district court of the District of Columbia, 
Setting forth special grievances of his or- 
der and protesting against the issuance of 
bonds by the secretary of the treasury. He 
Characterized the writ of injunction from 
the United States circuit court of the east- 
ern district of Wisconsin as a despotic in- 
junction, 

Advises Coalition. 

Referring to the American Railway Union 
afiiiiations he advised a coalition with this 
a3 well as ail labor organizations. His re- 
sume of tne Puilman strike terminated in 
severe criticism of Major General John M. 
Scnoheld, and the recommendations of that 
Ollicer for an increase of the army, together 
with the action.of ““Chicago’s military aris- 
tocracy, wno were permitted to present a 
Stand of colors to the Fifteenth iniantry, 
was an indication of an uneasy desire to 
Subjugate labor through the military pow- 
erg Of the nation.’’ 

hie urged that the assemblage take strong 
grounds against an increase of the military 
forces of the nation, and that they ‘“advo- 
Cate a decrease in the reguiar army and the 
abolition of the state militia, for from 
them are coming to the surface the senti- 
ments of @ military despotism.” 

He contended that too much of the order's 
time was taken up by minor questions ana 
read the correspondence of last month be- 
tween himseif and Secretary K. M. masley, 
of tne civic federation of Cnicago. Me also 
made a sharp criticism of the banking laws. 
He advised a lew minor changes in the pre- 
amble of the order. 

Al tNe Close of the address the report of 
the generai executive buard was presented 
and referred to the several committees. It 
was a voluminous affair, but containd much 
that Wag of interest to the delegates. The 
meeting then adjourned to meet again at 
9 o'clock tomorrow morning.

WALKS AND TALES.

‘The cotton situation—how can it be bet- 
tered? That is a question everybody in the 
suoth ig asking. 

Hon. J. W. Sandeford, one of the repre- 
sentatives of Burke county, takes a very 
lively interest in the question of the price of 
cotton and how the condition of the south- 
ern farmers can be improved. He is @ 
planter himself, and knows the business 
from the bottom up. & of the con- 
d'tion of affairs in the south and the proba- 
bilities of improvement, he said yesterday: 
“Of course, it is simply ruin to keep on 
growing cotton if it is to bring no more 
than the present priee. No man can make 
money by spending 6 cents to raise cotton 
that wili only bring him 5% cents or less. 
What we must do is to reduce the acreage 
with the hope and belief that this will in- 
crease the price. How is that to be done? 
Well, of course, it will require a consensus 
of action on the part of the cotton grow®srs 
of the south, or at least on the part of a 
good proportion of them. Now, I have this 
idea about it: We have to borrow money 
from the factors to pliant our crops. Say I 
borrow $1,000. I have to promise the deliv- 
ery of 100 bales of cotton to secure the loan. 
Why not take $100 of that $1.000 and go in 
the open market and buy 100 bales for deliv- 
ery next fall? I does seem as if there is no 
possibility for cotton to touch a lower fig- 
ure than it does now, and I have the option. 
therefore, of calling for one hundred bales 


| for delivery when the price is considerably 
‘better than it is now. It will not have cost 


me as much ag it would cost me to make it. 
But take the other side of the proposition, 
and suppose that cotton does go lower; 
your planter who has bought this future 
will lose less money than he would if he 
had taken the money he borrowed and put 
it into the ground, for it costs 6 cents a 
pound to produce cotton—there is no ques- 
tion about that. 

‘Now, if this action is taken by planters 
generally, and there is no reason why it 
should not be, there must be an agreement 
on the part of the planters, or a reasonable 
number of them, to reduce the acreage. The 
cotton acreage ought to be reduced one- 
haif. Your individua] farmer might take 
the money he borrows, and after putting up 
his margin on the cotton future he buys, 
use the balance in making any other crop 
that would, in his judgment, make him 
more money. This would save him also the 
heavy expense he is necessarily to in buy- 
ing fertilizers for his cotton crop. 

“The whole thing is based on the idea, or 
rather the simple proposition, that it is 
cheaper to buy cotton at the present figures 
than it is to make it. J believe this plan 
could be worked out successfully, especially 
if the cotton men of the west took a hand in 
it. The objection may be made that the 
small farmer couldn’t buy the option, but 
several of them could club together and se- 
cure the money and buy the cotton, just as 
an individual could. Then, too, some people 
may raise objections to the speculative 
feature of this proposition. Of course that 
is not necessary unless the planter is under 
obligations to his factor for the future de- 
livery of cotton; then, if he does not want 
to speculate he need not do so. The im- 
portant feature with the rest of us would 
be his joining in the movement to reduce 
the acreage. If he does that, and if he is 
in a condition to do it without having to 
bind himself to the delivery of cotton in 
the future, so much the better for him. I 
should like very much to see the cotton men 
and the newspapers take hold of this ques- 
tion and discuss it, and I believe that the 
cotton factors would be just as willing to 
help out the planters in putting through a 
plan of this kind ag they would under the 
present system of having them make all the 
cotton themselves. What is necessary, 
above all things, is for the leading cotton 
men of the state and of the south to act 
together and in some way reduce the acre- 
age.”’ 

Colonel Sandeford brought the question up 
in the meeting of the committee on genera! 
agriculture yesterday afternoon, and it met 
with a very favorable reception. It was the 
opinion of the members that the idea was a 
new one, and they believed that it would 
be beneficial to the planters throughout the 
south to consider it. Colonel Sandeford 
would like to have the matter discussed, be- 
lieving that some good will come out of the 


discussion.

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Blowing and Robbing Safes 
THEY WERE REPORTED BY TWO NEGROES 


It Is Said That a State Official Is Also Im- 
plicated—The Burglara Got 
Valuable Booty. 


Macon, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)—On 
the night of October 3ist, at Chauncey, 
Ga., Express Agent Burke’s safe was crack. 
ed and robbed of $425. On‘the same night 
the safe of Smith & Bush, naval stores 
dealers, was blown open and $2,700, four gold 
watches and several valuable papers were 
stolen. 

The work was done by amateurs. 

Today the case developed the greatest 
sensation since the murder of Captain For- 
syth. Ex-Marshal Wott Wilcox, ex-Mar- 
shal Forrest, H. B. Thompson, a promi- 
nent merchant, and Sam Cunard, a bar- 
keeper, all well-to-do men of Chauncey, 
were arrested late last night for the rob- 
beries. The story is that six weeks ago 
two strange negroes arrived in Chauncey. 
They had plenty of money, but no employ- 
ment. They bought two houses and a house 
and lot. They were suspected when the 
robbery occurred and were arrested. They 
were committed by Justice McConnel with 
very slight evidence, and sent to jail at 
Eastman. The strongest against the ne- 
groes was that they were preparing to leave 
Chauncey. 

The Southern railway sent for Detective 
C. A. Avant, of Knoxville. He went to 
Eastman, and, pretended that he was an 
attorney to represent them, succeeded in 
getting a full confession trom the negroes. 
They implicated five of Dodge’s best known 
citizens. The negroes were separated. One 
was brought to the Macon jail. Another 
was left at Eastman. Seth Spivy and Will- 
iam Thomas, the negroes, were sworn sep- 
ately in the presence of witnesses, and 
their stories wére the same. They said 
that Wilcox, Henry Forrest, Thompson and 
Cunard, and a prominent state official at 
Chauncey, not yet arrested, together with 
themselves did the work.’ 

A month ago Bush received an express 
package of $3,000. Immediately afterwards 
all the men met in the woods and decided 
blow Bush's safe and also the express com. 
pany’s. Thompson, the merchant, was the 
leader, and he was sent to another town to 
purchase dynamite. He returned, and the 
men again met and experimented with the 
explosive. Two weeks before the cracking 
was actually done, a night was set and all 
the men were on hand, but the 1:20 o’clock 
a. m. night train brought a strange drum- 
mer to Chauncey, and the men were frigh- 
tened away. It was then decided to post- 
pone the deed until the Macon fair opened, 
as then it would be thought that profession- 
al crooks did it.. The night of September 
the 3lst was set, and on ehe day previous 
Thompson went to Bush and asked him 
to put a gold watch in the safe for safe 
keeping. Forrest also went to the express 
agent, Burke, and asked him to keep a 
$100 bill for him. This was done as a blind. 
The same afternoon Thompson bought two 
tickets and gave them to the negroes to 
go to Macon with him. 

Forrest boarded the train and camé to 
Macon, but the negroes in going for their 
baggage got left. The scheme was for all 
to leave here on the 10:55 o’clock p. m. train, 
return to Chauncey, rob the safes and leave 
there on the 2:30 o’clock a. m. train, getting 
here again before day. Forrest returned 
carrying out the plan, was met at the 
Chauncey depot by Thompson, Wilcox, Cun- 
ard, the negroes and the official referred to. 
They already had the safes charged. As 
soon as the train pulled out the dynamite 
was touched off. The reports were heard 
seven miles away, but no one got up to in- 
vestigate. 

In taking the money out of the express 
safe, Forest said: 

“There is my $100 bill I put in yesterday. 
That don’t go in the pot.’”” He put it in 
his vest pocket. 

All’ the money and the valuables from 
both safes were put in a shot sack, car- 
ried up the railroad two hundred yards, 
where they concluded to count and divide. 
But they saw they could not do it before 
train time, so it was decided among the 
whites to send Forest back to Macon with 
the boodle, who was to put it out of reach 
and then scare the negroes off. 

Forest boarded the 2:30 o’clock a. m. 
train, reached Macon at 4 o’clock a. m., 
secreted the money, returned to Chauncey 
in the afternoon and appeared surprised 
at the news. 
the negroes to leave, but they would not 
do so without their part of the money. 
Buying tickets the second time crcgted 
Suspicion. The next day Forest and Cu- 
mard went to Bush and said they had 
proof that the negroes cracked the safe. 
They proposed to arrest the negroes that 
might, carry them 1o the woods and lynch 
them. Bush said he and his nephew 
would gladly assist. Cunard and Forest 
said they would need no help, They knew 
the negroes would give them away. They 
also told Marshal Brown that they had 
proof against the strange negroes and 
that they were going to arrest and lynch 
them that night, but he need not stay up. 

Instead of lynching the negroes they 
went to them, said there was no proof 

against them and wanted to arrest them, 
stand trial before Judge McConnell, go to 
jail, employ a lawyer and be released. Ac- 
cordingly Judge Reberts was given $200 by 
the negroes to represent them. When 
tried they were sent to jaii at Hastman. 
It is not shown where they got the $200. 

Detective Avant has worked a week on 
the case. He had the ax used in the 
blowing identified as Wilcox’s. He found 
in another town that Forest had a $100 
bill changed; that he gave it to Burke to 
keep the night before ,the robbery. He 
also found where the money is in Macon 
and a hundred other points that are con- 
victing. | 

The arrests were made last night by Sher- 
iff Roberts, of Dodge county. All of that 
region is in excitement, as the nen have 
always been held in the highest esteem. 
Forest broke into tears when arrested.

IT MAY RESUME BUSINESS LATER ON, 


The Splitin the Citizens’ Club, Savannah, 
Is Demoralizing the Organization. 
New Electric Railway. 


Savannah, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
The Sayannah Dispatch, the organ of the 
Citizens’ Club, suspended publication to- 
day. Part of the property was levied on 
under a distraint warrant for rent, but 
this suit was settled. Editor J. J. Doolan 
announced this afternoon, however, that 
the publication of the paper would be sus- 
pended until some time in December. 

The split in the Citizens’ Ciub seems to 
have been felt throughout its ranks. Jus- 
tice Sheptall is out in a card strongly de- 
nying charges that have been made, and 
stating in effect that Major John Schwarz 
was not a fit and proper man for mayor 
and that the better classes here did not 
want him at the head of the city’s affairs. 
The conservative element in the club still 
insist that Mr. Herman Myers will be the 
next mayor. Tammany has been encour- 
aged by the disruption of this club’s forces 
and will make a strong fight to retain 
control of the city’s affairs at the January 
election. 

An Electric Railway Reorganization. 

The Electric Railway Company of. Sa- 
vannah announcéd its plan of reorganiza- 
tion today. There. will be issued $600,000 5 
per cent bonds to take up $800,000 6 per 
cents. The $250,000 electric railway bonds 
will get the same in the new 6 per cents 
with one-fourth in Brush electric light 
stock and one-fourth in common stock, 
The $250,000 Savannah street railway bonds 
will get the same in the new 5 per cents 
and the $800,000 consolidated bonds will get 
one-fourth in the new bonds. These latter 
have never paid any interest. The sur- 
plus bonds and Brush electric ght stock 
will be used to pay all outstanding obliga- 
tions. President J. S. Collins and the 
rest of the present crowd will remain in 
control. 


CUTHBERT’S BONDS SOLD. 


An Issue of 827,000 Floated—Water- 
“works to Be Put In. 
Cuthbert, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
The mayor and council have sold $37,000 
water bonds to Messrs. N. W. Harris & 
Co., of Chicago, Boston and New York. 
This is perhaps the largest single financial 
transaction this city has ever made, The 
price paid for these bonds was in every 
way satisfactory to the city officials and 
was creditable to the standing of the city. 
Mr. Whipple, the representative of the firm, 
who was in Cuthbert and bought the bonds, 
remarked that this city presented the pret- 
tiest and cleanest financial statement of any 
town of its size that he had investigated in 
years. This, of course, made the city get 
the price that was secured. Mr. M. F. Sulli- 
van, of the firm of Mable & Sullivan, engin- 
eers, employed by the city, has completed 
his surveys and is now at work on plans and 
specifications. After this bids will be invited 
for the contract work to put in Cuthbert’s 
waterworks and electric light plants. 


Some Fine Farming. 

Marietta, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
Rev. T. S. Edwards tells of some good 
farming done py Mr. Henry C. Hughes, 
who lives across the river from. Roswell. 
He is a tenant on Mr. Roberts’s farm. Mr. 
Hughes, with the help of his two little girls, 
on thirteen acres of land, made twelve 
bales of cotton and 200 bushels of corn this 
year. He will have hogs enough to make 
his meat. During the year Mr. Hughes has 
also worked seventy-five days for Mr. 
Roberts. This shows what industry can 
do. George Beavers, colored, a tenant on 
the old Bob Anderson farm, near Austell, 
in the employ of Mr. E. W. Medlock, with 
one horse, has made and marketed seven 
bales of cotton this year and will gather 
seven more, averaging 500 pounds each. He 
has also made seventy-five or 100 bushels 
of corn, potatoes, etc. George is a hustler, 
and when asked how he did it, he replied, 
“Plenty of elbow grease.” 


Terrell Superior Court. 
Dawson, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
The fall term of Terrell superior court will 
convene next Moniay with Judge Griggs 


‘on the bench. Although there are a number 


of disqualified cases on the dockets Judge 
Griggs has decided not to have another 
judge until spring, and will preside during 
the term himself. There are a large number 
of cases on both the civil and criminal 
dockets, and the approaching session will 
be a busy one. There is evidertiy more 
litigation than there was a year ago, as the 
civil docket shows an increased number of 
cases. The criminal docket is also heavy, 
and Solicitor Sheffield will have a good deal 
of work to engage his attention. Besides 
those who are under bond Sheriff Chris- 
tie a fifteen prisoners in jail awaiting 
trial. 


Believes in Cotton. 


Marietta Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
A farmer in Gritter district last year made 
six bales of cotton. This year he made 
fourteen bales on the same acreage of 
land—an increase of eight bales. He says 
he will make more money this year on cot- 
ton at 5 cents than he did last year at 7 
cents. Three thousand pounds last year 
at 7 cents brought him $210. His 7,000 
pounds this year at 5 cents will bring him 
$259. He has also made enough provisions, 
meat, corn, potatoes and syrup, to do him. 


Three Children Burned and a Murder. 

Chipley, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
Howard Johnson shot and xilled Jim Moss, 
a few miles from this nlace, yesterday. 
Both were colored. It seems that Howard 
had taken Jim’s wife from him and that 
caused the trouble. 

A few days ago, on Mr. Westley Smith’s 
piace, about seven miles from here, three 
little colored children were burned to 
death. They had been left alone in the 
house and the house caught fire. 


Lives with a Broken Neck, 
Vienna, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)—One 
of the most astonishing things in the coun- 
ty, is the case of a horse with a broken 
neck in Cordele. The animal’s neck is sup- 
ported on each side by pine boards and the 
horse is recovering rapidly and promises 
faithful service yet.

METHOD IN MADNESS 


‘ opportunities for cutting the rates that 


The Louisville and Hasbrille Withdraws 
to Be Ready to Fight, 


AND THE N., C- AND ST- L- FOLLOWS 


Trouble Ahead for the Southern Passenger 
Association—Car Service Estab- 
lished—Railroad News. 


Three of the largest and most considera- 
ble railway systems of the west have with- 
drawn from the Southern Passenger Associ- 
ation, 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
is the latest to take this step, the Queen 
and Crescent and Louisville and Nashville 
leading off, as reported in the columns of 
The Constitution yesterday. 

Some sensational developments turned up 
yesterday. 

It now transpires that the Queen and 
Crescent was the aggressor in the fight. 

Two months ago, when the Knights of 
Pythias conventicn was about to be held in 
Washington, all of the roads in the country 
were making a strong pull for the business. 
It ig claimed by the Queen and Crescent 
people that the Louisville and Nashville 
played a game on the competing lines by 
authorizing the Southern Pacific, its direct 
connection, to sell tickets to the Texas 
knights at $25 from New Orleans, while the 
regular rate was $27. 

Ihe Queen and Crescent raised a racket 
about the matter at the last meeting of the 
Southern Passenger Association. It claim- 
ed that it had always tried to abide by the 
rulings of the organized roads, and that it 
would not submit to any ‘“‘monkey business” 
on the part of its most formidable rival, the 
Louisville and Nashville. 

The Queen and Crescent folks say that 
during the campaign for Knights of Pythias 
travel, the Louisville and Nashville had 
1,500 passengers from the state of Texas, 
and that at least 90 of them went on the 
$25 rate, while the Queen and Crescent did 
not have any business at all. This was cal- 
culated to pique the Queen and Crescent 
folks and they decided at once to pull out 
of the association. 

There #% a rule of the Southern Passenger 
Association which requires that a road 
must give notice six months in advance be- 
fore it can retire from the organization, ame 
so the passenger department of the Queen 
and Crescent gave notice that at the expi- 
ration of six months it would certainly 
withdraw. 

In defense the Louisville and Nashville 
says that it had made the contract with 
the connecting lines that reach out into 
Texas from New Orleans, and Mr. C. P. 
Atmore, general passenger agent, said that 
when he consulted the legal department of 
the road he ascertained that the contract 
would have to be complied with and that 
the $25 rate would have to stand. 

But, the other roads of the association 
say that the Louisville and Nashville, even 
if this contract was made, ought to have 
notified the association of it so that the 
competing lines might have had the same 


were enjoyed by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. It is claimed that if the Louisville 
and Nashville had let the association know 
of its contract the other lines would have 
been authorized to make the same reduc- 
tions. thus offsetting the cut, but as it 
was the Louisville and Nashville went 
about its game in the dark, and thus cut 
the other roads out of their rightful share 
of the Knights of Pythias business. 

Such is the status of the fight at the 
headquarters of the Southern Passenger 
Association. 

Of course when the Queen and Crescent 
withdrew the Louisville and Nashville had 
to withdraw, too, for if there is anything 
in the shape of a war to come the Louis- 
ville and Nashville wanted to be on the 
outside of the association and free to en- 
gage in it to the hilt. 

And now comes the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis to take part in the 
war, too, if there should be any. The 
latter has served notice upon the commis- 
sioner of the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion that it will withdraw. 
given, but it is very well understood that 
if the Louisville and Nashville is to be 
out the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, which is owned to a great extent by 
the Louisville and Nashville, will have to 
go out, too, in order to be free to battle 
with the enemies. 

A general row is threatened, but it is 
hoped that the fuss may be satisfactorily 
settled yet. It is believed, by those in po- 
sition to know, that the withdrawal of all 
three of these great systems will not neces- 
sarily mean the death of the association, 
since they were all out of the association 
until a year ago. 


Car Service Associations. 


The meetirg held yesterday in the office 
of Commissioner E. B. Stahlman for the 
purpose of deciding as to the definite ar 
rangements for the establishment of a car 
service association in the south accomplish- 
ed much looking to this end. 

At the recent meeting of the presidents 
of the southern roads it was jecided tnat 
there shall be such associations in all of 
the southern states. The meeting yester- 
day was for the purpcse of arriving at some 
arrangement for the immediate execution 
of the general plan. It was decided that 
a special comunitiee should be appointed 
to direct the matter. 

The general idea is that there shall be 
an asscciation establishéd in eacn of the 
scuthern states between the Mississippi, 
the Ohio and the Potomac rivers. 

One of these associations will be placed 
in Atlanta, cne in Birminghan:, where there 
is already a similar organization, one in 
Nashville and one in each of the central 
cities of the separate states and the territo- 
ry ramed. ' 

The purpese is to have a more perfect sys- 
tem of keeping trace of lost cars. Hach of 
the associations will report to the other 
and this way keep up with all of the 
cars of he roads that form the associa- 
tion.

The original object in view was to make 
a wniform rate on both Classes of coal. 
Steam coal is that class of cwal that ig 
used by furnaces and factories and all man- 
ner of mannufactories. Domestic coal is the 
coal that is used by private consumers. 
There is at present a difference of 75 cents 
a ton in the rates. The steam coal is ship- 
ped at a lower rate than the domestic coal

This 
was especially so when Schaefer made his 
great run of 244 points, the largest thus 
far in the contest. Schaefer did not keep 
up this brilliant pace, however, and Ives 
evened things up pretty well with a run 
of 177, which brought him up to within fif- 
teen points of his adversary, and in the 
sixth inning they finished even, each hav- 
ing made 330 points up to that time. The 
score at the close was: Ives, 2,400; Schaefer, 
1,793.

for the night, 54 9-13; grand average, 
36 29-49.

TEXAS COTTON 


Nearly All Picked, Though It Has Not 
All Been Ginned. 

Houston, Tex., November 15.—Dispatches 
from Hearne, Bryan and other places in the 
Brazos valley, state that in some counties 
nearly all the cotton is picked though not 
all ginned. Brazos county uplands are all 
clean, while in the bottoms half the crop, 
at least, has been gathered and marketed. 
Letters come here saying that no cotton 
whatever has been held back, and that as 
soon as the railroads relieve the present 
blockade very little will be left to haul. 
There has been a stampede to get to mar- 
ket, and as the season has been open, the 
thousands of imported Mexican pickers 
have cleaned the crop up.

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The Bond Infamy. 
If the increase of the interest-bearing 


public debt were for the benefit of the 
people even indirectly, The Constitution 
would utter no word of opposition to it. 
But the people get no benefit out of it 
even remotely. On the contrary it is an 
additional drain upon the resources of 
the country. The tax burdens that the 
people have to shoulder and pay have 
been increased by Mr. Cleveland to the 
extent of $5,000,000, and the end is not 
yet. 

The special and peculiar infamy of 
the whole business lies in this, that the 
people are compelled to submit to taxa- 
tion in order to sustain the British gold 
standard to which they are bostile. If 
the British gold standard, which has 
been fixed on our system by the opposi- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland to democratic leg- 
islation based on the financial pledge 
of the Chicago platform, is to be 
made permanent, then the issue of 
bonds is inevitable, and there will be 
other issues in the near future. 

As a matter of fact, as soon as the 
advertisement for bids for bonds was 
made in New York, the thrifty bankers 
of that city made a raid on the gold re- 
serve to the extent of $1,500,000 in or- 
der to get gold with which to buy the 
bonds. We presume that the banks will 
employ some of their gold with which 
to buy the bonds, but under Mr. Cleve- 
land’s treasury policy, they need not 
pay a dollar of their gold for the bonds 
—not one dollar. All they have to do is 
to take fifty millions of treasury notes 
to the treasury, demand gold for them, 
and, with this gold, pay for the bonds. 
This little game was largely played last 
February and we presume it will be 
more extensively indulged in now. 

But whether the banks purchase the 
new issue of bonds with the gold now 
in the treasury, or whether they put up 
some of their own, the result will be 
the same. As fast as the gold reserve 
is increased, just that fast will it be 
decreased. The larger the reserve, the 
greater the temptation of native and 
foreign bankers to draw it out. 

Our objection to the bond issue is 
based on the fact that it is an outrage 
on the rights and interests of the peo 
ple; on the fact that it is not a remedy 
for the conditions that it is intended to 
remedy; and on the fact that it is a sac- 
rifice of the interests of the whole peo- 
ple to the greed of a class. We object 
to the issue of bonds under the resump- 
tion act because, in the minds of some 
of the best lawyers in the country, such 
an issue is of doubtful legality, and be- 
cause such a doubt should be left to con- 
gress to decide. We object to it because 
the law does not provide for a gold re- 
serve. We object to it because it con- 
‘tracts the currency instead of expand- 
ing it. Every dollar of gold that goes 
into the treasury in payment for bonds 
goes out of circulation, and is placed 
where it can be drawn out of the coun- 
try at the pleasure of foreign banking 
interests. 

In the present instance the method 
that has been resorted to is as objection- 
able as the issue. Last July, when the 
reserve was at a lower ebb than it is 
now, the issue of bonds was postponed. 

Why? Because congress was in ses- 
sion. Now, when there is not as much 
necessity for a bund issue as there was 
then, an issue has been decided upon 
and all preparations made in spite of 
the protests of the secretary. 

Why? Because congress will shortly 
be in session, and those who are sac- 
rificing the interests of the people to 
the greed of the money sharks are ap- 
parently afraid of the representatives 
of the people. There seems to be a well- 
founded fear that the representatives of 
the people would pass a joint resolu- 
tion calculated to warn the banks not 
to place their money in bonds of doubt- 
ful legality. | |

Our Financial System a Failure. 

Many of our readers find it difficult 
to understand why our gold continues 
drifting to Europe, and they wonder 
why 70,000,000 people should allow Eng- 
land to control their finances. 

The fact is our financial system is a 
miserable failure. England alone holds 
$2,500,000,000 of United States securi- 
ties, bearing interest, including ex- 
change, of 6 per cent, payable in gold. 
This is what London statisticians say, 
and they also say that France and Ger- 
many hold $500,000,000 of American se- 
curities. So we owe Europe $3,000,000,- 
000, imposing an interest charge, in- 
cluding exchange, of $180,000,000 per 
annum in gold. 

These ‘facts fully account for the 
steady flow of gold from this country. 

About 10 per cent of the principal of 
our foreign indebtedness matures every 
year. The principal ts generally re- 
newed, but when Europe has made bad 
investments elsewhere she _ throws 
American securities on the market to 
meet her losses.- This was the course 
pursued after the Argentine collapse. 

Foreign capital seeks our market be- 
cause we have not enough capital, and 
the reason why we lack capital is be- 
cause we cut off our own money supply. 
We produce more precious metals than 
any other eountry in the world, and yet 
we decline to coin the money metals, 
which we have in abundance. A re- 
cent writer says: 

We decline to coin the American silver 
product, by the use of which the entire 
cotton crop of the south and the great 
substances of the west could be produced. 
Silver is the equivalent of gold in every 
country of the wor.d where the law so 
declares. It was so in the United States 
when the law so declared. All money is the 
creature of law; there cannot be inequali- 
ties in law between things .w.at the law 
makes equal. If the United States would 
freely coin her own silver product at a 
ratio to gold fixed by law, and endow it 
with the same money function as gold, 
the parity of the two would be permanent 
in this country. A larger supply of capi- 
tal wouid be furnished to carry our own 
securities at homé, and we would cease to 
be enslaved by foreign power. The secre- 
tary of the treasury declares that the cause 
of the investment of so much foreign mon- 
ey on this continenet is our own inability 
to invest from lack of native money. We 
have the means to supply ourselves with 
the additional amount if we would. 

IVeianu, Gerlauy and t'rauce pursue 
a different policy. They hold their own 
securities, and do not stint their money 
supply to make a field for the invest- 
ment of foreign money. 

At present we pay Europe $180,000,000 
per annum in gold for interest, and if 
the annual maturing of 10 per cent of 
the principal of our indebtedness is not 
renewed, we must pay an additional 
$300,000,000 a year in gold. This makes 
an annual gold drain of $480,000,000, 
and to fhis we must add the $80,000,000 
in gold spent in Europe every year by 
American tourists. 

If this is to go on it will bankrupt us. 
Our government, banks and people hold 
only $750,000,000 in gold, and still we 
are foolish enough to make gold our 
Single monetary standard. So long as 
we stick to it Europe can disturb and 
convulse our money markets at will. 

The remedy is to remonetize silver 
and -re-establish state banks under 
proper safeguards. Free silver coinage 
cannot hurt our European cr -ditors who 
The silver 
would give us a domestic currency that 
would develop the country, and with 
state banks of issue we would be able 
to carry our own securities by our own 
means, like all other great countries. 
This would stop the outgo of gold and 
free us from outside financial domina- 
tion. 

This is only a brief outline of the 
financial system suited to our needs and 
our resources, but it is full enough to 
suggest something of the independence 
and prosperity that would follow its 
adoption. Every great and wealthy na- 
tion makes its currency for its own use: 
it does not make it for the use of other 
nations and then become their debtor. 
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Caused by Falling Prices. 

The New York Sun holds that in the 
south populism rises as cotton falls, and 
in the west it rises as wheat and corn 
go down.

The gold reserve in Washington is 
now about $62,000,000. The treasury 
balance, showing other available cash, 
is about $45,000,000, making a total of 
cash on hand of about $107,000,000, not 
to speak of the silver seigniorage, 
amounting to about $50,000,000 more, or 
a total of about $150,000,000, every dol- 
lar of which is available for defraying 
the expenses of the government, 

But, of course, this cuts no figure 
whatever with those who, a few weeks 
ago, were explaining that there would 
be no bond issue, and who are today 
defending it as “an absolute necessity.” 
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A False Statement. 

A correspondent writes: “Since the 
late elections, 1 have been running over 
the silver and the anti-silver arguments 
in my mind, and it occurs to me that lI 
have never heard any explanation of 
the statement made on the stump by 
at least two speakers in the state cam- 
paign that only $8,000,000 in silver had 
been coined up to 18738. That statement 
seems to be important if it is true. How 
about it?’ 

Just this about it: it is untrue in fact 
and untrue in intention. If the state- 
ment was to the effect that only $8,000,- 
000 in silver was coined up to 1873, it 
was untrue in fact. If it was to the 
effect that only $8,000,000 in silver had 
been coined up to 18738, it was untrue 
in intention. 

Up to 1873, as may be seen by the 
official figures printed elsewhere on this 
page, between $80,000,000 and $90,000,- 
000 of full legal tender silver had been 
coined at the mints. Of this amount 
of full legal tender silver $8,000,000 was 
in the shape of silver dollars. As all 
the silver coins were legal tender to any 
amount, the owners of bullion preferred 
to receive in exchange for it at the mint 
dimes, quarters and half dollars. But 
the mints had coined up to 1873 nearly 
$100,000,000 of full legal tender silver. 
In the few weeks of 1873, before the 
mints were shut against silver, nearly 
a million of standard silver dollars were 
coined. 

This amount of silver was supple- 
mented by a large volume of foreign 
silver coin, which was, by law, full 
legal tender until 1857. The lowest es- 
timate that we have seen from any trust- 
worthy source places the amount of 
foreign legal tender ‘silver at $100,000,- 
000. It was certainly not less, and was 
probably a great deal more, for the bulk 
of specie handled by ‘the people before 
the war was foreign coin. 

Our correspondent may take up every 
argument against the free coinage of 
silver, and when he has run it down by 
means of fact and logic he will invaria- 
bly find that it is either a false state- 
ment, like the one we have disposed 
of, or that it is based on a bald assump- 
tion.

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OUR LEGAL TENDER SILVER. 


The Kind and Character of Unfted 
States Money Before 1873. 

The first coinage law of the United States 
was the act of April 2, 1792. It provided 
for the coinage of eagles, half eagles and 
quarter eagies of gold, and dollars, half 
dcilars, quarter dollars, dimes and half 
dimes of silver, all of these coins to be 
of full weight and the silver dollar the 
unit. Section 16 dec&red “‘that all the gold 
and silver coins which have been struck at, 
and issued from the said mint, shall be a 
lawful tender in all payments whatsoever.”’ 
Coinages of silver in this country up to 1818 
were mostly of foreign metal, as the home 
product was estimated during this period 
at not more than $00,000, while the gold 
product was considerably more, but not up 
to the gold coinage, being less than $25,000,- 
000 


After minting more or less of all these 
coins up to 1804 it was found from experi- 
ence that the half eagle was the favorite 
gold coin and the hajf dollar the preferred 
silver coin. The coinage of the eagle was 
stopped and none was minted from 1804 to 
1838, and there were no quarter eagles coin- 
ed from 1808 to 1824, except a few in 1821. 
There were no silver dollars coined from 
1805 until 1838, except in 1835. On the other 
hand, half eagles were coined every year 
up to the present time, except 1816 and 1817, 
and silver half dollars of full weight and 
full legal tender were coined every year 
up to 1853, except in 1815. 

A hurried calculation shows that up to 
1847, when we began to have the first flurry 
of gold, full legal tender coinages were as 
follows: Gold, eagies, $9,511,290; half eagles, 
total,

lars, $2,238,540; half dollars, $58,396,111; quar- 
ter dollars, $3,316,075; dimes, $3,123,270; half

1547 to 1873 was-$5,893,668. All these amounts 
added to the full legal tender silver coined 
before 1847 make the total $83,434,095, the 
amrount of full legal tender silver coined 
before 1873. 

There were no gold dollars authorized 
until 1849 and they were prohibited by act 
of September 2, 189%. Their entire coinage 
amounts to $19,499,337. 

There weré more silver dollars coined in 
1871 and 1872 than in any two previous years 
and more in proportion in 1873, prior to the 
demonetizing act of February 12th, than 
ever before. Silver was just beginning to 


come to the mint for coinage when it was 


shut out. 

From the formation of t#® government up 
to the act of February 21, 1857, many for- 
eign gold and silve: coins were full tender. 
They were gold coins of Great Britain, 
Portugal, France and Spain and its domin- 
ions, and Spanish milled dollars and French 
crowns by act of February 9, 1793, Februa- 
ry 1, 1798, April 10, 1806, French five-franc 
pieces also by act of April 29, 1816, continued 
by acts March 3, 1819, 1821 and 1823. The 
ect of June 25, 1834, extended full legal 
tender quality to silver dollars of Mexico, 
Peru, Chile and Central America. The act 
of June 28, 1834, extended the like privilege 
to the gold coins of Mexico and Colombia 
The act of March 32 1628 included Sn-anish 
pillar dollars and silver dollars of Bolivia.

The New Issue of Government Bonds. 


From The New York Herald. 

Our present method of replenishing the 
treasury with gold suggests the story of 
Davy Crockett’s coonskin, 

Peltries were a circulating medium in the 
backwoods, and Davy, at the loghouse tayv- 
ern, paid for the drinks with the fur of a 
coon which had been the sole reward of his 
prowess with a rifle that day. 

The bartender threw the peltry under the 
rude counter, and Davy, recovering it 
through an interstice in the logs, tendered 
it in payment for another “round,” and re- 
peated the trick until he and his compota- 
tors had drained the barrel, and the puzzled 
proprietor discovered that, ag a resuit of 
the prosperous trade he had been driving 
he had nothing on hand but the same old 
coonskin. 

Last February, when the treasury reserve 
ran low, it was replenished by the sale of 
$50,000,000 of new government 6 per cent 
bonds for gold, the proceeds amounting to 
upwards of $58,000,000, ag the bonds com- 
manded a high premium. That was alli very 
well, so far as it went, but the people who 
had paid in the gold saw a hole through 
which they could surreptitiously pull it out 
again. This was the obligation of the treas- 
ury and its branches to deliver gold in re- 
demption of legal tenders when presented in 
sums of $50 or more. 

Through this hole all the gold received for 
the bonds was soon drawn out of the treas- 
ury again, and its present owners stand 
ready to repeat the trick by paying it over 
the counter once more for the new issue of 
government bonds. Given a continuance of 
existing conditions and thig same 960,000,000 
gold could be used as often as Davy Crock. 
ett’s peitry, and after the government had 
issued $1,000,000,000 of bonds the treasury 
would have nothing but the same old gold 
reserve with which it started.

HIS CONFESSION QUITE A SURPRISE. 


Assistant District Attorney Rucker Will 
Close the Argument Today—An : 
Early V.rdict Expected.

The Roper trial, before the federal court, 
ig nearing the close. 

The evidence is all in and yesterday af- 
ternoon, at 4 o’clock, District Attorney 
James opened the argument for the gov- 
ernment. 

He was followed by Colonel W. C. Glenn, 
for the defendants, and at the conclusion 
of his speech court adjourned for the day. 

The trial took an unexpected turn dur- 
ing the morning. 

Jesse Morrison, one of the accused con- 
spirators, entered a plea of guilty to the 
charge of conspiracy in trying to kil 
Roper. . 

The first witness examined was Thomas 
Wright, who was put on the stand for the 
defense. 

“I live,” said he, “in Murray county. 
When Roper was said to have been put 
in the pit I was at home. I saw Morrison 
and J. W. Redd in a room after an enter- 
tainment which I attended at the Dalton 
.Female college. They were talking about 
Roper. Roper reported the ‘stillers’ to me. 
I went to sleep in the room and left them 
talking in my room. I was near Henry 
Worley when he was killed. I am under 
bond for kukluxing, but I did not partici- 
pate in that killing.” - 

George Welbanks said: 

“I live in Murray and clearly remember 
the details of the case. I saw Jesse 
Morrison at my house about 12 o'clock on 
the day after the tragedy. I went with 
a party to take Roper out of the pit. Il 
saw McCutchen and Redd that afternoon. 
Bud Morrisou said he held the horses but 
did not ride Roper up the hili. I re- 
garded the conversation as a joke.”’ 

Henry Brown, at whose house Will Roper 
was sleeping on the night the whitecaps 
got him, swore: 


“Il was at my home, in Murray county, 
on the night of June llth, and Roper was 
asleep in my house. During the night three 
persons came to my house and aroused 
me. They were disguised and ordered 
me to get up and dress quick. One of the 
men had two white stripes over his shoul- 
ders. He ordered me to shut my back 
door and open the front. Three men came _ 
in the house. Me and my wife were in 
the north room and Roper was sieeping 
in the south room. I did not recognize 
any of the men, but the size of Will Mor- 
rison fits one of them. Roper was Ccar- 
ried away by these three men. I don’t 
know how many there were. I only saw 
the three referred to. There might have 
been others. These men told me that if I 
told anything about the affair my neck 
would be broken.”’ : 

Colonel Gienn, attorney for the de- 
fendants, addressed the court at this junc- 
ture and asked permission to take a verdict 
against ‘‘Bbud”’’ Morrison, who had con- 
fessed guilt, saying that he desired to 
use him as a witness for the remaining 
defendants. 

The attorneys for the government made 
objection but the objection was overruled 
by Judge Newman, and the verdict was 
rendered. 

Payne Duncan, one of the three men who 
pleaded guilty, testified. 

It was a statement made by him to As- 
sistant District Attorney Rucker in the lat- 
ter’s office before court opened yesterday 
morning that caused Jesse Morrison to 
plead guilty. On the stand he testified: 

“T saw Lance Morrison and Redd about 
3 o’ciock. W.11 ‘Morrison, Jim McCutchins 
and I went to the pit. Samps Morrison and 
Wash Redd were not there. About sun- 
down I agreed to Kil] Roper. We disguised 
ourselves in an old field. We took Roper 
away—placing him on the mule behind Jim 
McCutchen. 

“Will Morrison led the way to the pit. 
We had decided to kill Roper before we 
reached the house. It is about four miles 
from there to the pit. Will Morrison went 
to the mouth of the pit, McCutchen did 
not at first. At the mouth of the pit I 
asked Roper if- he was ready to die. He 
said that he was not. 

“Will Morrison then gave the command 
to shoot. We all pulled q@ut our pistols and 
fired at Roper. ‘Then Jim McCutchen picked 
him up by the heels and threw him in the 
pit. I plead guilty, because I didn’t want 
innocent men to suffer.’ 

Upon cross-examination by Colonel Ruck- 
er the witness became very excited. His 
contradictions were very apparent. Contin- 
uing, he said: 

‘‘Will Morrison had the gun and four of 
us went to get Roper. I was drunk and 
staggering around the pit and Roper pre- 
vented my falling in. I didn’t get Roper’s 
watch or money. I suggested that we go 
down in the pit and find his watch. We 
laid out in the woods for some time after 
we left the pit.” 

The next witness was Bud Morrison, who 
said: 

“On the morning of the llth instant I 
went dewn to my nephew’s to get some 
money. No previous plot was entered into 
to injure Roper. Payne Duncan and Will 
went into the house. I stayed outdoors. I 
had nothing to do with throwing Roper into 
the pit.’ 

Wash Redd, who is on trial, was put upon 
the stand. He said: 

“I don’t know Green, and did not protect 
any one against the revenue officers. I 
went to Wright’s house and conversed with 
him and his wife and friends ard returned 
home next morning. [ heard of Roper’s 
trouble on the following Sunday. I was 
cherged with being one of the conspirators 
against Roper. I then gave myself up to a 
revenue ofticer who lived in the vicinity.” 

The testimony of Samps Morrison was 
virtually the same as that which had pre- 
ceded. . 

“IT entered,” he said, “into no plot or 
scheme to kill Roper and knew nothing of it. 
I left Fort mountain weth Rédd late in the 
afternoon. I drove a horse and mule. It 
took us three hours to make the trip. 

“On Saturday about dusk I heard of Ro- 
per’s difficulty, and went with the others to 
get him out. Nobody asked him how he was 
thrown in. But some one told him to say 
nothing about his assailants. Roper was 
left with Mr. Leak. I furnished him some 
whisky next morning. Hearing that I was 
accused of this crime, I surrendered my- . 
self to Gus Pierce, and gave bond in Dal. 
ton.’’ 

Jim Dixon, the next witness, was very 
hoarse, and direct questions were asked in

He Wanted to Find His Brother, Whom 
He Had Not Seen Since the Bat- 
tle of the Wilderness. 


The countenance of Captain Amos Baker 
wore a smile of satisfaction yesterday af- 
ternoon when one of the officers announced 
to him just after the adjournment of re- 
corder’s court that Ed Engles had been 
caught. 

“That fellow slashed me up pretty bad- 


ly,”” he said, ‘‘and I carry these scars here , 


now which his knife made that night. Il’in 
giad they’ve got him.” 

Engles was captured in a rootn on Hunter 
street by Officers Beavers and Whitley. 
Since the affair which caused his arrest 
he has been hiding out in Texas and had 
been in Atlanta only two days before being 
detected. 

It was on the night of April 20, 1893, that 
Engles entered the poolroom of the Na- 
tional hotel, which was in charge of Cap- 
tain Baker. He was in an intoxicated 
condition and according to the statement 
of those who saw him grew insulting to 
several men about the place. The Mexican 
band was in the city at the time and two 
of the members were giving an exhibition 
of their skill at billiards when Engles en- 
tered. He walked up to the table, took 
the billiard balls away and refused to give 
them up. 

Captain Baker was called and gave him a 
very forcible ejectment. Engies made 
ugly remarks and threatened to return. 
Later in the night he came back and made 
a vicious attack upon Baker before he 
was aware that any one was around. 
IExngles was thrown out on the sidewalk 
again but not until he had made several 
gashes in the captain’s coat, through which 
the blood flowed.

Who Have Led in the Work. 


THE RIGHT OF THE STATE TO JOIN IN 


And Give State Aid to the Fair, 
W bich Is to Spread Abroad the Ad- 
vautages of Georgia. 


It was a highly gratifying consultation 
that took place in the capitol last night. 

There were gathered in the senate cham- 
per the members of the house judiciary, 
and finanee committees, 

To meet them there was a full delegation 
of the leading workers of the Cotton States 
and International exposition. 

Called te Order. 


The meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man Boynten and Chairman Jenkins of 
the two committees, who presided. 

Chairman Boynton expressed his pleasure 
at meeting so many representatives citizens. 
After reading the house bill providing 
for a Georgia exhibit at the fair, he called 
upon the exposition people to present their 
views as to the right of the state to make 
such an exhibit. 

Mr. Clark Howell, as the spokesman of 
the directors, traced a history of the move- 
ment, which has now reached such large 
proportions. He told of the securing of the 
government exhibit of $200,000, and the 
frequency with which the question was 
asked, ‘“‘What is Georgia going to do in the 
matter?’ Louisiana has already provided 
for an exhibit; so will South Carolina and 
Alabama within a few days. As to what 
Georgia is going to do is a question for the 
patriotism of, the legislature to answer. 
Mr. Howell announced that President 
Charles A. Collier, of the exposition com- 
pany, would speak as to the plan and scope 
of the exposition, while the legal aspect 
would be handled by Mr. Jack J. Spalding. 

President Collier Talks. 


President Collier, in a most interesting 
manner, detailed the history of the exposi- 
tion, how, from a local character it had 
developed into one national, and then in- 
ternational. The south had resources un- 
known to the world at large, and which 
should be presented to the inspection of 
the world. Now is the time, when all things 
have been so ordairied as to afford the south 
a chance to display her vast wealth. Only 
once had he ever been ashamed of Georgia, 
and that was at the world’s fair, when she 
was conspicuous by her absence. The prop- 
osition now fs that Georgia should, since 
this opportunity to make an exhibit worthy 
of her station. Already four South Amer- 
ican republics have decided to be represent- 
ed, and agents were busily at work urging 
others to join in.

That Georgie, through her agricultural 
department, should prepare such a collec- 
tion of eres, minerals, granites, marble, 
grains and other products as would make 
a creditable exposition of her resources. 

Now what is the authority and purpose 
of the agricultural department? , 

In the words of the law it is to collect 
all information about the state, to give 
such direction as would add to the value of 
the proparty of the citizen, to collect speci- 
mens of all kinds to be kept in a museum, 
etc. 

An effort was made by the consti- 
tutiona] convention of 1877 to cut down this 
department, but so emminent a man as 
Robert Toormibs came to its relief, and the 
department was saved. At a later date, the 
office was dignified by muking it elective by 
the 

Now, what is the legislature asked to 
do? 

Simply to let this officer, in the perform- 
ance of the @uties already encumbent upon 
him, get together such a display of the re- 
sources and possibilities of Georgia as will 
refiect credit on the state, and advertise 
to all who come, the immense wealth of 
eur country. He is asked to place this ex- 
hibit, which is thoroughly in the line of his 
present work, on exhibition at the exposi- 
tion, so that the public may réap some of 
the benefit of the existence—the department. 

We are asking the commissioner to as- 
sume no untried task, nor the legislature to 
appropriate one dollar outside of its pres- 
ént legal channels. What is asked is that 
the appropriation to the department of agri- 
culture be so enlarged as to enable that 
officer to have Georgia properly represent- 
ed at the exposition.

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., November 15.—The Iron 
Trade Review says today. The sentimental 
improvement in the iron trade resulting 
from the elections has. not developed into 
anything more tangible yet. It does not 
seem to be sufficient to offset the slowing 
down that comes as the end of the year 
approaches. Here and there increased in- 
quiry is noted, but uncertainty about prices 
is everywhere a factor. There is no im- 
provement to record and that is equivalent 
to saying that a downward tendency ap- 
pears in some instances. A change for the 
better after the new year comes in is a 
common prediction ana the refusal of sellers 
to do any large business on the present low 
basis is a factor to the good. Reports of an 
impending coal strike are disquieting. In the 
Connellsville region there is some uneasiness 
over the rumors that the men will be called 
out of the mines and in a few instances fur- 
nace orders have been increased. The nat- 
ural effect of strike talk would be firmness 
in the pig iron market, especially for bes- 
semer, but the situation at Pittsburg has 
shown a contrary tendency in the week just 
ending. Bessemer has been offered at $10 
in the valley or $10.65 at Pittsburg, and 
broker’s offers are on a basis of $1v.50 at 
Pittsburg. It would appear that the advance 
in bessemer for three weeks hus been lost, 
and that the market has gone to the low- 
est point since the coke strike. While some 
accumulation has taken place it is not 
considered sufficient to have caused the de- 
pression. Certainly at the present values 
consumers would not assume any risk. The 
market for foundry iron gives little present 
encouragement to hopes of an-advance. Re- 
ports still come of low southern iron at 


eastern points, and cheap water freights 
have assisted the producers In getting into 
seaboard markets. There are evidences that 
even on the low cost basis shown by a 
competent authority to be possible to some 
southern producers ,a heavy strain is put 
on others by prices that have been made 
recently. The Lake Superior charcoal mar- 
ket is drifting toward a $12.50 basis, though 
some furnaces make sales of best brands 
to long time customers without going to 
that depth. Gray forge has sold at Pitts- 
burg considerably below a $9 valley basis. 
The operation of mills east and west is to- 
day greater than for several months, on the 
strength of the small: orders that came up 
week after week. In the east some sales 
of billets have been made at a figure shad- 
ing $18, and Pittsburg sales are made in 
small lots at $15.65. A round sale is reported 
at $15.50. Structural work is a lessening fac- 
tor in the market, and the requirements of 
sheet and tin-plate mills have been very 
light, the Jatter practically nothing for six 
weeks. Expectations of support for the mar- 
ket from railroad demand are now projected 
into the new year.

Chairman West Talks Interestingly 
About the School Situation. 


THE SCHOOLS WILL BE OPERATED 


During the First Six Months of 1895—New 
Matter in the House—Gossip trom 
Legislative Halis. 


The house committee on privileges and 
elections got down to work yesterday morn- 
ing, anc in short order swept -from .- its 
docket twenty-four cases. 

These were cases in Which there was 
no contest—in many of them there being 
no attormeys of record and nothing more 
than the first notice sent to the governor. 
In others the names of attorneys of record 
had been docketed, but no testimony had 
ever been taken and the information which 
reached the .committee was that there 
would be no contest whatever. 

These were the counties of Appling, 
Baldwin, Banks, Butts, Clay, Elbert, Cobb, 
Clayton, Chattooga, Hart, Hancock, Heard, 
Henry, Jefferson, Lee, Paulaing, Pierce, 
Quitman, Talbot, Terrell, Troup, Twiggs, 
Lpsorn and Walton.

In some of these cases the committee 
decided to investigate the fact that the 
names of attorneys had been entered and 
to have an explanation from these gentle- 
men as to whether they had ever been au- 
thorized to take up the cases. 

The Fayette Case Taken Up. 

This left eleven contests, and the com- 
mittee, at its afternoon session, went right 
to work on the first of these, which was 
the contest of Hon. A. O. Blalock, demo- 
crat, against Hon. W. M. Cook, populist, 
of Fayette county. 

But first the’ committee devided a very 
important point and that was that these 
contests should be conducted under the 
provision of sections 1329 and 1330 of the 
code and not under the contest law of 
1893. 

Section 1329 of the code provides how 
contests for officers commissioned by the 
governor shall be held, and 1330 makes the 
provisions of the former section apply to 
members of the general assembly. The 
act of 1893 does not repeal the section of 
the code referring to contests over seats 
in the general assembly, and the commit- 
tee, after some discussion, in which the 
decision of the supreme court, applying to 
repeals of former laws, was cited, decided 
that the contest must be tnder the code. 
So this rule will apply in all of the con- 
test cases. 

There is considerable difference, because 
the former law gives parties thirty days 
within which to get in their testimony, 
while the latter gives them ten days long- 
er. The attorneys for Mr. Blalock in the 
Fayette case, recognizing the probabilities 
of such a decision on the part of the com- 
mittee, prepared themselves accordingly 
and their testimony was on hand within 
the prescribed time. The contestee is not 
in so good shape. | 

The principal attorney for Mr. Blalock 
is Hon. Charies L. Bartlett, congressman- 
elect from the sixth district. Hon. R. L. 
Berner is associated in the case, as is 
Colonel Wise, of Fayette. For the con- 
testee Colonel Weems, of Fayette, conduct- 
ed the examination of witnesses and pre- 
pared the testimony, while Messrs. Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell have just been called 
ore the case, Judge Dorsey being in charge 
of it. , 

For three hours yesterday afternoon the 
committee listened to the reading of testi- 
mony by Colonel Bartlett, and that was 
not completed when the committee ad- 
journed until 10 o’clock this morning. 

The other contests to be taken up are as 
follows: Pike county. Effingham county, 
Clarke county, Douglas county, Gwinnett 
county, Harris county, Jackson -county, 
Monroe county, Washington county and 
Morgan county. 

Hducational Matters This Session. 

One piece of legislation certain to .be 
created by the present legislature is an act 
changing the present school laws and 
changing the school year so as to make it 
coincident with the calendar year instead of 
with the fiscal year, as it now stands. 

Under the present situation, the problem 
presenting itself has been whether the law 
should stand as it is and there should be 
no more public schools until July, 1895; or 
whether there should bé a direct appropria- 
tion of $300,000 to carry on the schools the 
first six months of 1396; of whether the law 
should be amended so as to change the 
school year back to where it was before 
the act of the last legislature. 

And everybody has agreed that there 
must be some change so that the public 
schools could be operated in the first six 
months of next year. Eee 

When the school bill was before the last 
—_—_—_—_———— 
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so decided. The result is that without some 


sion, as indicated above, there would be 
no public schools in those counties from the 
Ist of July, ’94 to the Ist of July, ’%. Natur- 
ally, there has been a great deal of objec- 
tion to this hiatus or gap, not only on the 
part of the school officials, but on the part 
of the people. Such a gap would, it is be. 
lieved, tend to a weakening of the school 
System to a certain extent, at least, and 
would work injuriously to the students. 


who is chairman of the house committee on 
ucation, some time ago introduced a 
bill looking to a remedy for the evil, and 
several others have been introduced, some 
providing for appropriations and some, as 
that of Mr. Branch, providing for a change 
in the school year, with other changes in 
the system. All of them, however, aim. to 
keep the present system of quarterly’ pay- 
ments of teachers, and it is certain that 
this system will be retained. i 
Speaking on the subject yesterday, Mr. 
West said: “Since it became known eerly 
in the fall, that, under the construction 
placed upon an act passed by the legis- 
lature of 1893, there would be’ no ‘public 
schools taught until the ist of July, 1895, 
there has been a state of unrest and dis- 
Satisfaction among the people, and espe- 
cially .has this dissatisfaction manifested 
itself among the teachers of the gtate. I 
feel satisfied from the sentiment prevalent 
among the members of this legislature, 
there will be some legislation at this ses- 
sion looking to the commencement of the 
public schcols in January of 18%. It seems 
to me that legislation on this line is high- 
ly necessary, as many of the best teachers 
in this staie, in consequence of the iong sus- 
pension of the public schools, would seek 
employment in other flelds; besides, there 
would be no little confusion following in the 
wake of this long suspension, and the chil- 
dren of the state would be very much re- 
tarded on account of being out of school 
so iong.’’ 
New Matter in the House. 
Among the new bills introduced in the 
house yesterday was one by Mr. Howell, 
by request of the members of the Southern 
Institute of Architects, providing for the 
creation of a state board of architects. 
Under the bill the governor is to appoint 
six practical architects who are to be sug- 
gested by the Southern Institute of Archi- 
tects, these to create « siate board; and it 
is provided that at least three of the mem- 
bers shall at ail times be members of the 
Southern Imstitute of Architects. To this 
institute is given the power of aaopting 
rules and regulations for the examination 
and licensing of applicants to practice the 
profession of. architecture in this state, 
and the institute may change the rules from 
time to time. it is provided that ail ap- 
plicants must be over twenty-one years oid. 
They are to be examined by the state board, 
paying a fee of $5 tor examination. If suc- 
cessful, they pay in another § for their li- 
cense; if unsuccessfui, the first $> is re- 
turned. It is provided that any one over 
twenty-one years of age who is now prac- 
ticing the proiession in the state need not 
be examined.

Amending the Road Laws. 
Mr. Hodge, of Pulaski, introduced a bill 
amending the road laws, the feature of 
which is that on the petition of one-tenth 
of the qualified voters of any county the or- 
dinary shall order an election as to whether 
the general road law shall be in effect in 
that county, and provides the machinery for 
such election and for contests. 
Mr. Jarrell, of Oglethorpe, also amends 
the law by making it read ‘‘abové the age of 
sixteen” instead of ‘“‘between sixteen and 
fifty.”’ It also provides that in place of the 
present law, which does not require work 
exceeding fifteen days altogether in twelve 
months, except in emergencies, the follow- 
ing: ' 
“Rode hanus shall be required to work 
at least five days in each and every year, 
but not more than five days in any one 
year, unless sudden emergencies require the 
immediate repairing of the roads, cause- 
ways and bridges, within their respective 
districts, in which event said- hands .shall 
be required to make the necessary repairs 
without counting the work go done as part 
of said five days..

A Quiet Senator Shakes Up the Senate 
Chamber 


AND LEADS THE DAY VERY CLEVERLY, 


He Sees Danger in a Bill Passed the Day 
Before, and Induces the Senators to 
Reverse Their Previous Stand. 


[ne 


Senator M. G. Boyd developed his power 
as @ parliamentary leader in a striking 
manner yesterday morning, and must be 
regarded from now on as one of those 
whose opinions must be sought. 

On the day preceding the senate had pass- 
ed througa its third reading ‘a bill provid- 
ing for the condemnation of private prop- 
erty for public uses. The bill, as ex- 
plained by its author,. Senator Cumming, 
was to carry out the- suggestion .of the 
codifiers of the staté bar association, for 
the consolidation. of the existing, and. not 
always harmonious laws upon this subject. 
The manner in which railroads, counties 
‘and other bodies proceeded was difficult 
The proposed bill estab- 
lished a uniform procedure. The Dill was 
endorsed by the general judiciary com- 
mittee, and, of course, passed. 

These were powerful influences for Sena- 
tor Boyd to attack in a motion to recon- 
sider. He held ‘that the bill, in giving 
to corporations the right to condemn prop- 
erty, taking to themselves titles in fee 
simple, which they might sell in market 
without. having taken the first step toward 
utilizing the land taken for its supposed 
purpose, was a violation of personal rights 
and amounted to Confiscation. At least 
the act should be so amended as to make 
the property revert to the owner if not 
used at once for the purpose for which it 
had been condemned. He represented a 
district, that around Dahlonega, where 
large corporations ran ditches through the 
lands of small owners for the avowed pur- 
pose of ruining them. It was a case of 
the strong against the weak. 

In repty to Senator Boyd spoke Senators 
Cumming, Beek and Harris, of the twenty- 
second, all making ready and able arguments 
in favor of the bill, declaring that under 
the existing law the rights of the land- 
owner were abundantly protected. So 
strong, however, was the impression made 
by Senator Boyd that the motion to recon- 
sider was carried by a vote of 30 to 7, a 
complete reversal of the vote of the day 
before. Senator Boyd was warmly con- 
gratulated upon his splendid victory. 

An Old Face in View. 

Senator McGarrity, one of the three pop- 
ulist members of the senate, introduced an 
old friend of other days in the shape of a 
bill to permit the signers of guano notes 
to plead want of consideration. This is a 
matter which has been before several leg- 
islatures of late years, and in the passage 
of which the farmers of the-state ‘seem to 
be greatly interested. It is heid that much 


The policy of the state has 
been to remedy this by & system of rigid 
inspection. Notwithstanding all this, it is 
Claimed that fertilizers still. pass inspec- 
tion which are absolutely worthless. Sena- 
tor McGarrity’s bill, if: passed,: would per- 
mit the purchaser to plead want of con- 
sideration, thus referring the settlement of 
the matter to the courts. 

On a somewhat different line is the bill 
of Senator Mercer, which seeks to repeal 
the law of allowing tradesmen to give 
preferences to favorite creditors. 

“Let every man conduct his business 
openly and honestly,” says Senator Mercer, 
“and do not allow a tradesman to procure 
credit on property which is already secret- 
ly preferred to another creditor.”’ 

He May Keep His Seat. 

A happy man was Senator T. 8. Johnson, 
of the thirty-third, when confirmed in his 
right to a seat. The report of the com- 
mittee on elections was to the effect that 
Dr. L. G. Hardman had withdrawn his 
contest, and that Senator Johnson’s seat 
would be uncontested, Senator Beck moved 
the adoption of the report, which was 
agreed to unanimously. Thereupon Sena- 
tors McGregor and McGarrity looked across 
at Senator Johnson, and smiled the smile 
of peace, which so well becomes their 
faces. 

Summer Sessions Agitated. 

Senator Brand, of the thirty-fourth, in- 
troduced a resolution for the appointment 
of a joint committee of two from the 
senate and three from the house, to in- 
quire into some method by which summer 
sessions may be held without violating the 
constitution. On part of the senate Messrs. 
Brand and Cumming were appointed.

Senator Harris, of the twenty-second, 
who is chairman of the general judiciary 
committee, upon being asked why the Dill 
had been withdrawn by its author said: 

“It was introduced for the purpose of 
letting a preacher, whose wife is insane, 
have another chance. But the committee 
was so divided upon it that its author 
thought best not to have it brought up 
in open senate.” | 

A call upon Senator Harris, of the third, 
found him busily engaged in the writing of 
a letter to a constitutent, probably in- 
forming him that it was ‘‘no go.”

He can 
get another wife if the law will only allow 
it. I think it a hardship where a man’s 
wife is to all intents and purposes a dead 
woman, that he should be debarred from 
making some good woman happy. There 
was such @ wrangle in the committee, how- 
ever, that I withdrew the matter from 
further consideration.” 
The Committee Debate.
